“The greatest need of the Library, 
however, is room for its pros ve in- 
crease. There is no place now for the 
acccssions it receives through exchange 
ot books and documents with .other 
States. The Legislative Libraries are 
full to repletion. Library documents, 
State and Federal, cumber the shelving 
in the office of the Superintendent, of 
Public Instruction, and the cry is “still 
they come.” Many of these documents 
are of but little value, and many are 
duplicates tbat are in the way; but the 
laws of the United States and of the 
several States, together with the statis-

The erection of a suitable Library
